Have you seen the new kitchen and lunch room? Many 
have said they wished they had as nice a kitchen athome, 


Lastsummer, when we started work on the lunch room, 
we found that every move made the room so attractive 
that possibly we did more than we would have otherwise. 
We had more built-in cupboard space than originally 
planned, but they are all needed, The counter cover- 
ings are the best and the lightingis very good. The kitch- 
enequipment was purchased from C,N. Brown and L,S, 
Harmon did the remodeling work, 


Now we are working on the next step, We need tables 
and chairs, We have purchased the lumber and the tables 
are being made, We should have about 60 chairs and those 
willhave tobe purchased. The next move will be to get 
dishes and silver, We had rather hoped that the P. T,A, 
might take care of the latter need, 


Repair - 


A bill for fence came after the books were closed last 
year, and early inJanuary we had frozen drainage at both 
schools, These items took quite a bit of our repair fund, 
As we progressed with the lunchroom we felt the balance 
should be held tohelp complete that work, You will note 
in the financial statement that the balance in the repair 
account was transferred to the lunch room account, 


We stillneed to put up a tile ceiling in the grammar 
room, We need to raise the level of the front walk, and 
there is need for quite a bit of painting. 


We are asking for an appropriation of $1,000 for re- 
pair so as to take care of work in the lunchroom as well 
as the other necessary repairs, 


School Activities - 


Lastspring the Village School got giateriala together 
for aschool paper, There was a lot of sickness at the time 
which made us a little late in getting the paper to the 
printer, It was not just as we had planned but I am sure 
you can see the value in such an activity, 


In the fall we were told that the railroad was going to 


take off passenger service so we made plans for a trip to 
St. Johnsbury, The trip was a great success and here a- 
gain I can see considerable value in such an undertaking, 


Some of our children take lessons on band instruments 
and take an active part in the Fryeburg Band. This is 
valuable to those who enjoy parade and music, 


This year the Library Club invited our school children 
to make regular visits at the library, While there the 
-childrenhave a story hour and also have a chance to se- 
lect books to take back to school with them, 


Iam pleased that some parents are willing and inter- 
ested enough to give of their time to make basketball 
possible for the boys. 


I hesitate to thank those who assist with all of these 
activities because I would surely leave someone out, The 
children are yours and the way you work for these activ- 
ities I can see that you accept that responsibility, 


These activities make up more and more of our school 
program and life today. I think they are good and should 
be ever encouraged, 


. The Jacobs Report - 


There are several paragraphs in the Jacobs report that 
I feel should be added to my report as they may become 
of more importance to all of us as legislature continues, 


"Even though the expenditures for schools in the state 
have increased about 40% during the last five years, the 
current level is very low, as compared with conditions 
in other states, This is evidenced by the facts that the 
current expense per pupil in Maine is about 21 percent 
below the average of all states, and the average salaries 
for instructional staff in Maine are about 27 per cent below 
the United States average," 


“While many of the small schools are necessary be- 
cause of the geographical distribution of population in 
the state, there are also. many instances where small 
schools are not necessary since they are within reasonable 
distances of larger and more effective schools, These 
latter conditions are not justified and cause inefficient 
operations and higher expenditures for generally inade- 
quate schooling, ” 
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“The continued emphasis on town and city govern- 
ments as the school administrative units, tends to encour- 
age the continuance of inadequate and inefficient school 
administration and operation at the local level," 


/ “The inclusion of provisions for minimum teachers’ 
salaries in the general purpose aid law is good, However, 
the levels at which these minimums are prescribed is not 
in keeping with the needs and prevailing practices in the 
state, " 


"The impact of low teachers’ salaries is particularly 
important in the small towns where teachers" salaries are 
much lower than in the larger towns and cities. This 
points to the need particularly to improve teachers’ sal- 
aries in the small schools as one part of the program to 
strengthen the educational program of the smaller 
schools, 


A proposed minimum salary law which will be pre- 
sented to the present legislature provides: A certified tea- 
cher starts at $2, 200 and increases to $3, 200 with 10 in- 
crements of $100 each year, A three year graduate starts 
at $2,600 and increases to $3,600 with 10 increments, 
A degree teacher starts at $3,000 and goes to $4, 000 
with ten increments, 


These paragraphs certainly give us food for thought, 
I trust there are some in Lovell who would like to have 
the complete Jacobs Report,
